Ze againtt the Perfidy of the 
4 fa\} Carthaginians ; and the Credit 
At wich thefe elégant Writers 
have fo generally attained, 
hath render’d Punica Fides, 
a Proverbial Expreffion, to 
exprefs not any kind of Faith 
but ablolute Treachery. Thofe however who have 
nken Pains to examine and compare Fats, with a 
@rict View to Truth, have long ago difcovered that 
Roman Ambition defetved as fevere Epithets as P#nick 
Feith; and that even in this Pointe they were not 
behind hand with che Carthaginians, but preferred, 
on many Occaftons, their Intereft to their Treaties. 
Ihave been Ied into thefe RefleGtions from the Na- 
ture of my Defign, which is to fhew what, was true 
Patriotifm in Garthage,; what falfe, and how the /arter 
got the better of the former. 
Arrer the firft Punick War, which ended to the 
Difadvantage of the Carthacinians, the Romans, with- 
out Regard (o the League they had made, added the 
Idind of Sardinia to their Dominions which had 
been long in the Poffeffion of the Republick of Car- 
thige. This gave the trué Patriots in that Stat: to 
apprehend, that the Friendfhip of Rome was not to be 
depended on ; that her Ambition made her look on 
eas a Rival, to be frft weakéried and then 
deftroyed ; that to prevent thefe Schemies from taking 
Bea, the only Method which could be purfued, 
was to counter-work them by encreafing, during the 
Ineryal of Peace, the Stectipth and Power ¢f. Car- 
that; and if Occafion fhould offer, to, let. flip rio 
Oppotttinity of depreifing the Roman Power, Ha 
miler, Sirnamed Barcas, was at the Head of the 
Patty, who thought and dmtendet! thtis+ Me was 
oppoitd frequently by Hayne, 2 Mal: of ‘mall Ca- 
pacity in War, an eloquenr Speaker and Vopular;

Country. The Enmity of the Romans, however, 
wat for fome time dilappoigted of any Grounds to 
work on, by rhe Skill and Silence: of Aannibal. He 
to avenge his Country on the Romans, but 


he that Intention within his own Breatt ; pro- 
ccuted his Affairs in Spain with Diligence, and when 
he had brow 


ghe all Thitgs into Order made War, 
not without plaufible Pretences, on the Saguntines, 
who were the Allics of Reme. Upon this the Romans 
took fire; but inftead of fending an Army to relieve 
their Confederates, they fent a folemn Embaffy to 
Carthage, where they had before demanded Hannibal 
to be given up to them, and now infifted that this 
Republick fhould undo all thar he had done ; charz- 
ing them with Perfidy in atracking their Allies con- 
trary tothe Terms ct their League, and threatening 
them in high Language, if thcy did not give them 
Immediate Satisfaction. Hanno and his Fattion were 
for yiclding all Thirgs to the Remans to avdid a 
War; for Hanno hav ng been once beaten at Sea, 
could never afterwards conccive that a Carthaginian 
Captain could conquer; befides, he and his Party 
abhorred Conquelt i-felf, if it came from the Barcine 
Family: They were therefore open -Advocates fer 
publick Peacc; in Private, malicious Enemies to 
him who was to Command in cafe a War enfued. 
The People of Carthage however remained firm. As 
to Perfidy they denied it home Craft they owned 
was nfed; but this chey fyid was authorifed by the 
Practice of the Romans The Saruntines were not, 
as they aliedged, the Allies of Rome when the con- 
cluded a League with Garthege ; and tho’ they mig!:t 
be afterwards owned fot fuch in the Treaty made 
with Afdrubal, yet he coul# have no more Pawet to 
bind the State than had the Ronrant Contul Leétatias, 
whofe Agreement Romé had difavow’d. The Car- 
thaginians alfo twk Notice of their being deprived of 
Sardinia, and he€tor'd out of Twelve Homired 
Talents upon this equitable Maxim: That the Car- 


tiacirian Affcivs beirg in Diforder, the Romans would 


either make what ufe they pleofed of Peace, or not with- 
fiending the Treaty, enter immediately oi a nei War. 
The Confecuence of thefe Alrereations was, that the 
Roman Ambafladors before they lel Carthage declared 
War , 
HaNNizat after reducing Sagunten, mate al 
the ‘neceflary Preparations for this Paffage into [italy ; 
this’ the Romans hati held udpratticable. However 
thé Carthapinians covitced them of theit Error, tri- 
umpled dvér all the Obftatles oppofed by Nature, and 
to the Aqiazetient of tHe Rovtans, Brenght War to 
their very Doors.

Yet the Carthaginians pafled without any Moletta- 
tion; foria adark Night he caufed Tuo Thoutand 
Head of bieck Cattle, their Hotns garnifhed with 
lighted Firebrands, to be lafhcd up imto the Hills. 
Fabius conceived this te be the Prelude of an Affault, 
and therefore difpofed his Troops in {uch a Manner 
as might beft enable him to defend his Camp. When 
the Day appeared it revealed the Secret ‘Hannibal 
had paficd the hollow Road, an@ ben: tis Mareh 
dire&tly cowards Rome; in which however the 
Dictator coafted him, and by his Widom, brovghe 
him into indifferent Circun ftances. The Xo- 
mans, ide plead wit this lingering War, com- 
mitted the ion of it to their new Conful TZe- 
rcntius Varro, whe iving tco highly of the 
Roman Power, and of Hannibal's Weaknets, notwith- 
ftanding his Gotleague’ Perfirafions (0 the contrary, 
to put all Things tothe Hazard of a Batle. This 
was the tamous Batrle of Cane, whetcin, by mere 
dint of Skill, the Carthaginians, with Ten Thoufand 
Horje, and Forty Thoufand Foor, detcated an Army 
of almoft double the Number. The Reman Confai, 
by an unaccountable Fatality, difpofed his Army in 
a Mannner proper to refit Elephants, of which 
Hannibal had none, and left his Horfe expofed, in 
which alone lay the Strerigth of the Carthaginian 
Army.- The Event was, that all the Roman Foot, 
except Two Theufahd, were cut to Picces, the 
Conlul Aimilins flaio, and the whole Forc: of Rome 
eatircly breken. After chis Hannibal fubdued Apulia, 
and fixed his heed Quarters in Capea. To fuch a 
Height Abroad did this grear Captain and noble Pa- 
triot, carry the Glory of his Country, which his 
Father had more than once faved from Ruin, his 
Brother in-Law /drabal, had reftored to Power, 
and dvs Brethren, as weil as himféif, had ferved 
vith Sueeefi and Fidelity. His Actions have fhewn 
bid Meri: ket ws now fee in what Lizht bis Couh- 
trymcn conftdered them.
